i co nsiderable length, and with char­ 
acteristic catho licity o f tho ught and 
vigo r o f ex p ressio n. 
“Of ail the bo dies o f citizens that 
I have received here at the W hite 
Ho use,” said the p resident, “ there is 
no ne that o ccup ies a mo re im p o rtant 
relatio n than yo urs—I am tem p ted to 
say no ne has co me that o ccup ied as 
| im p o rtant a relatio n to the natio n, be­ 
cause yo u men and w o m en who deal 
| with 
educatio n, 
who rep resent the 
I great American p o licy o f educatio n fo r 
all children, bear a relatio n to the fu­ 
ture o f o ur who le p eo p le such as no 
| o ther like num ber o f individuals can 
bear. 
I o wn six o f the children that 
I yo u educate, and I am p rep ared to ex ­ 
tend co rdial sym p athy to so me o f yo u. 
j Serio usly, friends, it is idle fo r any 
j man to talk o f desp airing o f the fu- 
) ture o f this co untry o r feeling unduly 
alarm ed abo ut it, if he will co me in 
! co ntact wi?h yo u here and with the 
; fo rces th at yo u rep resent. 
Funda- 
1 mentally this co untry Is so und; m o ral­ 
ly no less than p hysically. 
Funda­ 
mentally, in its family life and in the 
o utside activities o f its individuals, 
the co untry is better and no t wo rse 
than it fo rmerly was. 
This do es no t 
mean that we are to be ex cused if we 
fail to war against ro ttenness and co r­ 
rup tio n, if we fail to co ntend effective­ 
ly with the fo rces o f evil; and they 
waste their time who ask me to with­ 
ho ld my hand fro m dealing therewith. 
But it is wo rth while to sm ite the 
wro ng fo r the very reaso n that we are 
co nfident that the right will ultim ate­ 
ly p revail.

The eleventh man 
arrested, as a direct participant in the 
attem pted ou trage, will not b e placed 
on trial, the police saying that the 
charges against him are not su fficient. 
It is thou ght that this eleventh man 
m ay b e one of the police agents 
throu gh whom the plot was revealed. 
T he other terrorists who were gath­ 
ered in Feb . 20, who were not cau ght 
in the act, as well as those arrested 
since the fru stration of the plot, will 
b e held for hearing. 
From docu ments seized b y the po­ 
lice the conclu sion has b een reached 
tha t one of the centers of the m anu ­ 
factu re of b omb s was located in the 
Baltic provinces.

“T hat is the treatm ent 1 have 
accorded mine since 
1 was fou rteen 
years old. 
Here are a few of my 
simple ru les, to which I attrib u te the 
years that have passed over my head 
withou t leaving the m arks I see u pon 
many you nger mru arou u d me: 
” 1 never ate as mu ch as I cou ld eat 
in my entire life. 
“I never drank intoxicants of any 
kind. 
“I have never u sed tob acco in any 
form. 
“I have never taken more than half 
a glass of ice w ater at once. 
“I never drank ice w ater after meals, 
thu s paralyzing the digestive organs. 
“I have never gone in w ater ab ove 
my head. A m an’s head has no more 
b u siness u nder the w ater than a fish 
has ou t of it. 
“I only learned w hat foods were in­ 
ju riou s and those which assisted natu re 
in its work.

I eat b u t two 
meals a day. 
I drink no w ater with 
my 
food. 
Under no circu mstances 
wou ld I take a glass of ice water. 
Ice 
w ater pou red into the stomach at meal­ 
time simply stops digestion u ntil the 
water b ecomes the tem peratu re of the 
b lood. 
“A large iflfrt of the hu man family 
dig their own graves 
with their teeth. 
They eat w hat they shou ld not, they 
eat w hen they shou ld not, and they eat 
more than they shou ld and then ex­ 
pect some doctor with poisonou s medi­ 
cines to keep them in health. 
Every­ 
thing you eat, drink or chew is either 
a b enefit or an inju ry to you . 
Remem­ 
b er that. 
W hat not to eat is ju st a» 
im portant as w hat to eat. 
“Investigation has tau ght me that if 
you tvou ld live long you mu st pu t oo 
the b lacklist all pies and pastry, oat­ 
meal, fat meats of every kind, coffee, 
warm b read and in some respects milk.

The right of a pu b lisher to extend credit for su b scrip­ 
tions is not denied or qu estioned, b u t his compliance or non-compli­ 
ance with this regu lation will b e taken into consideration in determ in­ 
ing whether the pu b lication is entitled to transmission at the second- 
class postage rates.
